Attempts are being made, I read, to 
trace how the destructive Colorado beetlé 
made its way from America to Europe, 
where it is working such havoc.

This is necessary 
because numbers of the teachers marry 
and become students themselves. They 
join domestic economy classes or take 
private courses in these arts.

The total expenditure for all classes of 
education for 1931 amounted to over 
5,000,000,000 dollars—a little over 100

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SIR FRANK BENSON AT 
TRINITY COLLEGE. 


Sir Frank Benson delivered an address on 
Shakespeare yesterday at a meeting under 
the auspices of the Modern Languages 
Society in Trinity College yesterday. Pro- 
fessor Trench presided. : 

Sir Frank Benson said that the ideal of 
Shakespeare in the Elizabethan age would be 
very much the ideal of Ireland—that was to 
say, that Ireland was virtually free from the 
industrial domination that prevailed in other 
countries, and cherished the open-air life of 
the mountain and the rivers, which was 
obscured in the big towns of England. 
ireland always liked to express herself in 
drama or action. The drama meant doing 
things and not talking of them only. 

_ He had a particular interest in this sub- 
ect of Shakespeare and Ireland, because he 
ppened to be a freeman of Cork, as well 
as an honorary member of Belfast University 
Students’ Union, Shakespeare was not only 
the intimate friend of all who read his 
works, but also the intimate friend of every 
rade of humanity, and of the birds and 
ts in every clime.

BELFAST, Thursday. 

F one is to judge by the criticisms of 

public bodies, the Northern Govern- 
ment seems to have got very much out 
of touch with the great mass of the 
people. Severe comments have been made 
regarding the trend of recent legislation, 
and some of the things that are said 
would hardly have been possible a few 
years ago. The interests concerned are 
widely apart. Thus, at Portadown, the 
urban counci] is protesting against the 
official raiding of the Road Fund and 
conseauent restriction of Government 
grants, which is described as a “ breach 
of faith ” and ‘‘piracy.’’ In fact, one 
member declared that. “if the Govern- 
ment continued its policy, they would 
have to get a new Government.’’ Other 
comments were equally significant of 
the changing times. 


HIGHER RATES FORESHADOWED. 


The people of Belfast have been so 
long accustomed to a low rating—one of 
the lowest in the United Kingdom—that 
they will not relish the increase that 
is foreshadowed by the Lord Mayor, Sir 
Crawford McCullagh. The present con- 
solidated rate is only 10s. 2d. in the &, 
with an additional 2s. in the £ for water ; 
but, according to Sir Crawford, the erty 
rate will be advanced. ‘‘ Anyone who 
studies the Press,” he says, ‘‘ will sce 
the increase in expenditure in connec- 
tion with unemployment.’’ During the 
past four years the Corporation. has 
spent about £250,000 in various schemes, 
and the interest and sinking fund on 
loans have to be provided for, a consider- 
able sum heing required for this purpose. 

The Belfast Guardians have also made 
an increased demand which will mean a 
little over 2d. in the £ additional] on the 
consolidated rate, and, if the Corporation 
stopped its relief schemes, the depression 
in the city would become more acute. It 
is, of course, to be regretted that the rate- 
payers should be asked at this time to bear 
fresh financial burdens, but the adminis- 
tration of the city must be carried on, and, 
as pointed out by the Lord Mayor, true 
economy lies in spending wisely and 


circulating money to the greatest benefit

A STRANGE SITUATION. 


Attention has frequently been drawn to 
the anomalies den) exist in the border 
areas, so far as unemployment insurance 
benefit is concerned, It seems absurd that 
men living on the Southern side of the 
dividing line, but working in the North, 
should be compelled to stamp their insur- 
ance cards, although, if they become un- 
employed, they are refused the “ dole ” by 
the Northern Government because they are 
domiciled in the Free State. The same 
regulation applies equally to persons living 
north of the border and working on the 
southern side, but in this case it is en- 
forced by the Free State authorities, 

It seems that, as the law stands at 
present, there is no remedy, and Free 
Staters and Northerners are -similarly 
victimised. No one can justify such an 
unfair position, and it should be put right. 

It will be recalled that quite recently, 
at a conference of Ulster Employment Com- 
mittees, it was decided to urge upon the 
British and the two Irish Governments 
the necessity for a scheme of reci- 
pig? in the payment of unemployment 
venefit, and it should not be beyond the 
power of statesmanship to formulate some 
bee to remove an injustice which weighs 
ieavily upon those in need.

PROGRESS OF THE DRAMA.

The arrangements for the dramatic feas 
to be held in Belfast in April have now 


, been made, and it is interesting to note 


the new features which have been included 
in the syllabus. These competitions are 
held under the auspices of the Northern 
Drama League, an amateur organisation 
ambitious of having a little theatre of 
its own on the lines of the Abbey Theatre, 
Dublin. It has already done much to 
dramatic culture in the Six 
Counties. 

At this year’s festival the winners in 
the long play class will be entitled to com- 
pete in the final of the international 
drama competitions which are to be held 
in connection with the Tailteann Games. 
In this event the winners of the various 
Irish areas will compete, as well as repre- 
sentative companies from Great Britain, 
so that more than usual interest attaches 
to the fixture. 

There is to be an additional class for 
juniors in two sections, with age limits 
of 15 and 19 years respectively, and they 
can present a scene or a one-act play not. 
to exceed thirty minutes in duration. 
This should be popular with secondary 
schools and youthful elocutionists generally. 
On this occasion the adjudicator will. be 
Mr. Desmond McCarthy, the literary 
critic of the Sunday Times. 


ELECTRIFYING IRELAND. 


The British ‘‘grid’’ electrical system 
was explained to an audience of engineers 
in Belfast last night by Mr. W. A. Coates, 
of Manchester, an expert on the subject. 
In some countries legislation requires a 
supply authority to have installed plant 
of such capacity that the largest single 
generator can be regarded as a spare, or 
stand-by, unit; and when several power 
stations operate jn parallel the largest 
generator unit in the group is regarded 
as the spare machine. The British “‘ grid ” 
system, said Mr. Coates, is nothing more 
than a practical subscription, on a 
national scale, to that idea. 

The speaker went on to say that the 
British problem was quite different from 
that of Northern Ireland. In Britain the 
had many efficient generating stations all 
over the main areas of consumption, with 
many old.and inefficient plants to scrap 
and distribution systems to modernise, 
whereas in Ulster they had only two base 
load stations located at the sides of their 
area. Mr. Coates thought that the Ulster 
people were fortunate, as they had very 
few vested interests to contend with. 

Other experts who have dealt with the 
Ulster electrical system have advoca 
the linking up with the Free State under- 
taking, as it would lead to a more efficient 
and economical supply ell over Ireland; 
but the time, in the opinion of the 
politicians, is not yet ripe for that ex-

T Longford District Court, Patrick 
A Doyle was sentenced to a month's im-

British Tariffs and Irish Trade. 

In the House of Commons yesterday: Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain laid down the lines 
of Great Britain’s new fiscal policy. 
From the moment when that policy 
receives the assent of the House, Britain - 
will cast off her traditional réle as 
a free trade nation. The proposals 
are simple. Goods that enter Britain 
from abroad will become subject to a 
general ten per cent. ad valorem duty. 
Certain wares will be excepted from the 
scope of this duty—wheat, grain; meat, 
including bacon ; tobacco, sugar, coffee and 
tea; fresh fish of British taking; raw 
cotton and wool. Furthermore, goods 
which are already subject to McKenna, 
safeguarding or key industry duties will 
be exempt, and the existing duties under 
the Abnormal Importations Act and the 
Horticultural Products Act will continue 
to operate without change until they 
expire. In the second place, an 
independent Advisory Committee, con- 
stituted on the lines of the Tariff 
Commission in the Free State, will be 
established. Its function will be to 
recommend the imposition of additional 
‘‘ non-essential ” articles. 
ad valorem or 


duties on any 
Those duties may be 
specific; they may be temporary, per- 
manent, or seasonal; and the recom- 
mendations will take effect upon an 
order of the Treasury, confirmed by a 
resolution of the House of Commons. The 
duties, as imposed by the Treasury, may 
not exceed the rate recommended by the 
Committee, but the Treasury has power 
either to revoke or to vary them. Goods 
from any country which ‘discriminates 
against Great Britain may be saddled by 
the Board of Trade with a duty up to 100 
per cent. in addition to the existing 
duties. 

None of these duties will apply to goods | 
from any Dominion, Colony, Protectorate 
or mandated territory of the British Com- 
monwealth until the Imperial Conference 
of next July has been concluded. ‘ We 
desire,” said Mr. Chamberlain, ‘to 
mark at every stage our wish to ap- 
proach this Conference in the true spirit 
of imperial unity and harmony.’’ For 
five months and a half, therefore, Free 
State goods will enter the British market 
free of duty, while the produce of her 
most formidable competitor, Denmark, 
will be subject to a tariff of at least ten 
per cent, Those five and a half months 
ought to bring instant prosperity to the 
Free State farmer; but he must remem- 
ber that five and a half months do not 
form If he hastens to 
hurl faulty produce on the British 
market, then he actually may do irre- 
parable harm to himself and his country. 
His real task during the period of grace 
must be to prepare for the future. He 
must seek to perfect the quality of his 
products, to secure definite markets, and 
by sheer merit to build up a steady and 
constant demand. The High Commis- 
sioner in London and the trade organisa- 
tions can be trusted to lay the broad 
foundations of a thriving commerce with 
England; but they can do nothing with- 


a lifetime. 


out the practical support of the producer 
himself. The prizes that await the Free 
State farmer after the Ottawa Conference, 
if he has played his part well and wisely, 
will be large in comparison with any 
temporary profit snatched by 
means. 

The task of the Free State’s Government 


during the next few months will not be less

vital. The Imperial Conference is due to 
open at Ottawa on the 18th July, and, 
when it closes, the British Commonwealth 
is likely to be linked by bonds of mutual 
It is of supreme importance that 
the Free State’s representatives shall go 
the Conference with their plans 
already made. The farmer, if he has 
used his time to the best advantage, 
will have obtained a solid place on 
the British market; the Free State repre- 
sentatives must ensure that he shall not 
lose that place through any diplomatic 
If, in consequence

failure on their part. 
of any such failure, Britain should include 
Free State produce in her list of dutiable 
articles, the result would be fatal to 
thousands of farmers. The representatives 
must be ready to state not only what they 
require from a scheme of Empire trade, but 
what they are prepared to give to it. If 
the Free State hopes that her goods will 
continue to enter the British market free 
of duty, she must consent to give some- 
thing in return; and that return clearly 
will be the removal of her existing 
tariffs against British goods. President 
Cosgrave’'s party is pledged to a pro 
gramme of co-operation with England, and 
we believe that it can perform the crown- 
ing stroke of its career at Ottawa in July. 
If by any mischance Fianna Fadil should 
gain a majority at the coming general 
election, the Free State, in all probability, 


would not be represented at the Confer- | 


ence, and the country’s hope of prosperity 
would be doomed. 


The official Return of Fleets, entitled 
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has allowed her cruisers to fall below fifty 
effective vessels. By the terms of the 
London Treaty the capital ships of the 
British Commonwealth, the United States 
and Japan have been scaled down to totals 


Japan’s four battle-cruisers now are rated 
as battleships, while the British battle- 
cruisers retain their old title. The 
return has little to say about the 
design ‘of the ships that are being built ; 
but what little it does say is interesting 
and not too reassuring. Japan’s new 
cruisers will be armed with fifteen 5-inch 
guns instead of ten 5.5-inch guns—an 
armament which is likely to be far more 
potent if the hopes entertained of recent 
improvements in design are fulfilled. 
Furthermore, the new French and Italian 
flotilla leaders in the destroyer class wil] 
be so powerful that, under the London 
Treaty, any British equivalent would be 
compelled to rank as a cruiser. Actually 
the British destroyers at present on the 
slips are much smaller than any of their 
foreign contemporaries. We assume that 
this question of individual tonnage has 
received ample consideration by the 
Admiralty ; but some concern must exist 
lest the Admiralty may not have reached 
its decisions wholly unfettered by political 
interference. No doubt, these and other 
discrepancies will engage the attention. of

A Film of Kamet. 


There has been much discussion of late 
on the future of the “‘ educational’’ film; 
and Mr. F. 8S. Smythe’s letter in The 
Times of yesterday is an interesting, if 
dismal, contribution to the subject. Mr. 
Smythe is the famous climber who took 
part last year in the conquest of Kamet, 


the highest summit yet 
reached by man. A cinematograph 
apparatus, carried by the expedition, 
recorded every phase of this epic ascent 
to 25,447 feet above sea level. The com- 
pleted picture includes scenes of native 
life under the Himalayas, means and 
methods of mountain-climbing, tremendous 
visions of crag and cloud, and “ shots” 
taken on the top of Kamet. Mr. Smythe 
and his colleagues hoped that the proceeds 
of the film would help to defray the con- 
siderable costs of the expedition. Perhaps, 
they were encouraged in their hope by 
the popularity and financial success of 
that other mountaineering film, “ The 
White Hell of Pitz Palu’’; but a sad 
disappointment awaited them. “ The 
White Hell,’’ though staged among the 
comparatively puny peaks of the Austrian 
Alps, “ featured ” an all-important element 
which the film of awful Kamet had 
ignored. When “ Kamet’’ was offered to 
‘‘ various film magnates’’ they shook their 
lordly heads and said that the British 
public was not interested in such films. 
One magnate was quite sympathetic; but 
he @eplored the film’s lack of ‘“‘ plot”’ 
and, above all, the fatal absence of ‘‘ love 
interest.”” Thus educated people will not 
see “ Kamet,”’ and thus, it appears, no 
high adventure of Empire—no conquest of 
nature, no exaltations of man’s questing 
spirit—ever can reach the picture-houses 
unless they are disguised in “love 
interest."” So much for the future of 
“educational” films! Amiable school- 
masters may cherish visions, but the 
magnates know their public, and the 
public gets what it deserves.

SHANGHAI, Friday. 
a? 12.40 this morning a bombardment 
of terrific intensity with heavy guns 
was started on Chapei by the Japanese, 
and judging by the explosions six-inch 
guns were being used. 

The shells exploded at the rate of about 
one a minute, and shook doors and 
windows three miles away. 

This was the third phase of the major 
engagement that has been proceeding all 
day and night in a determined attempt to 
smash into dust that part of the city to 
which the Chinese troops are still doggedly 
clinging. i 

The engagement began yesterday after- 
noon with the most devastating aerial 
bombardment that the city has so far ex- 
perienced. Japanese aeroplanes. swooped 
down on Chapei and bom it for four 
hours, starting many fresh fires, so that 
to-night a wall of flame a mile long lights 
the sky above Shanghai. 

Machine-guns and artillery would 
pepper the Chinese positions, after which 
the Japanese marines would hurriedly 
withdraw a short distance and ‘planes 
would. swoop down and bomb the Chinese 
positions. 


CHINESE HOLD ON. 


Despite the demoralising rain of death, 
the Chinese 19th Army withstood the 
attack in a manner which has amazed all 
observers ; for the: Chinese troops were still 
holding the railway station in Chapet, 
although it has been utterly destroyed by 
the Japanese bombers.

When night fell the Chinese positions 
were subjected to half an hour of relent- 
less bombardment with the heaviest guns 
which the Japanese had till then used, 
followed by lighter artillery. 
the heavy bombardment the Chinese were 
silent, having nothing with which to reply. 
As soon as the smaller Japanese guns were 
brought to bear on them, however, they 
spiritedly .replied with trench mortars— 
their only form of artillery—and machine- 
guns. 

The action continued fiercely, and was 

succeeded early this morning with the 
Shattering fire from the six-inch guns. 
” By five. o'clock the attack had died 
down to desultory firing, the Japanese 
apparently waiting for daylight. It 
appears that no advance has been made, 
in spite of the enormous expenditure of 
ammunition. 3 

The moral of the Chinese troops was 
now very high, General Wu Teh-chen, the 
Mayor of Greater Shanghai, told Reuter's 
Correspondent yesterday. After having 
held their own in a week’s fighting in 
Chapei, they no longer _ feared the 
formerly-dreaded Japanese bluejackets, he 
added. 

The Japanese have now decided to send 
one army division to Shanghai, according 
to a message from Tokyo. The arrival in 
the estuary of the Yangtze of a transport 
with four hundred Japanese troops is re- 
ported.

THE SALVING 
OF M2. 


DIFFICULT TASK 
FOR DIVERS. 


FIGHT WITH TIDE. 


- 


OLLOWING the discovery of the 
Submarine M2 late on Wednesday 
night by the destroyer Torrid and the 
minesweepers Pangbourne aid Dunoon, 
ths Admiralty announced yesterday :— 
“As it is not yet possible to say 
how long it may take to raise 
Submarine M 2, a general funeral 
Service will take place to-morrow 
(Friday) at 11 a.m. over the 
spot as previously arranged. The 
arrangements for the memorial 
Services at Portland and the three 
home ports are also unchanged.” 

Divers worked throughout Wednesday 
night and yesterday investigating the 
position of the wreck. Last night the 
work was continued with the aid of power- 
ful electric lamps lit from current de- 
veloped by H.M.S. Tidworth, an Admiralty 
diving ship from Plymouth. 

DIVERS’ COURAGE. 

The conditions appeared to be favour- 
able, with a calm sea, but the divers are 
seriously handicapped by the fact tha’ 
the M2 is lying in that dreaded maze of 
fierce currents acai as Portland Race. 
As soon as they go down they are swept 
by the tides until they lie parallel with 
the sea bottom, and it is only at low tide 
that they stand a reasonable chance of 
actually reaching the wreck. 

Lifting lighters, which for days had 
been waiting at Portland with steam up, 
hurried to the scene of the wreck as soon 
as the M2 had been definitely located. 
They are equipped with the latest diving 
and deep sea dragging and lifting 
apparatus, and their crews are working | 
in shifts. 

Much praise is due to the courage, 
daring and tenacity of the divers. For 
more than a week they have been working | 
ceaselessly, with-only a few hours’ rest. 
Sometimes it takes an hour for them to 
come to the surface from the time that 
they signal that they are ready to come 
up. 
bua have been placed over the spot 
where M2 lies. 


MEMORIAL SERVICES. 


To-day’s Memorial Service’ round the 
bucys marking the spot where M 2 took 
her final plunge will be conducted from 
H.M.S. Adamant, the parent ship of M 2, 
by the Rev. E. S. Ulyat, of -H.M.5. 

At the same time another Service 
will be held in St. John’s Church, 
Fortunewell, Portland, where the bereaved 
relatives will attend. This Service will | 
be conducted by the Rev. R. F. W. Ryan, 
Chaplain to the Royal Naval Hospital, 
Portland.

Cheerful conditions again characterised the 
majority of sections of the London Stock 
markets yesterday, but with trading on rather 
modest lines prices: moved within somewhat 
narrow limits.

It will be their function to consider the 
circumstances of those non-essential articles 
which are already subject to the duty of ten 
per cent., and to recommend what additional 
duties should be placed upon them. 

In making their recommendations they will 
be instructed to have regard to the advisa- 
bility, in the national interest, of restricting 
imports into the United Kingdom. The duties 
which they may recommend may be ad 
valorem or specific. They may be permanent, 
or they may be temporary or they may be 
seasonal; and in certain cases they will also 
have the power to decide what drawbacks 
shall be allowed. 


THE EMERGENCY DUTIES. 


One of their first tasks will be to consider 
what is to happen to the duties now imposed 
under the two Acts to which I have made 
more than one allusion, and the Committee 
will see that they have full power to recom- 
mend either that these duties shall be con- 
tinued as they are or that they shail be reduced, 
it may be by degrees, or that they shall be 
replaced by a flat rate duty, or that they 
shall er ig altogether. Complete freedom 
is allowed to the Committee to make what- 
ever recommendations they think is in the 
best interest of the industries as a whole. 

On receipt of a recommendation from this 
Committee, the Treasury will be empowered 
to make orders directing that a duty may 
be imposed upon the article specified, at a 
rate not exceeding the rate which has been 

by the Committee. The Trea- 
sury will have the power to revise or vary 
such duties, and we regard that power as 
being an important safeguard to the con- 
sumer, because if it were found, as a result 
of these proposals, that any particular duty 
was being used to exploit unduly the con- 
sumer, then the Treasury would have the 
power to take off the duty. 

I should add that an Order made by the 
Treasury will be subject to confirmation by 
resolution of this House, in exactly the same 
way as Orders under the Abnormal Importa- 
tions Act.

And since we desire to mark at every 
stage our wish to approach this Conference 
in the true spirit of Imperial unity and 
harmony, we have decided that, so far as the 
Dominions are concerned—and in these ar- 
rangements we include India and Southern 
Rhodesia also—neither the general nor the 
additional duty shall become cperative before 
the Ottawa Conference has been concluded.

A LABOUR VIEW. 


Sir Denis Herbert (Chairman of Commit-

EFFECT OF SIR H.

CONSERVATIVES 
ASTOUNDED. 

Sir Herbert Samuel's speech, in the House 
of Commons last night, astounded many Con- 
servative members, and immediately provoked 
demands for his resignation from the Govern- 
ment, says the Tress Association Lobby 
Corr ent. What was generally ex- 
pected from him wasa calm statement, which, 
while expressing the difference of opinion 
with Cabinet colleagues, recognised the fact 
that he stili remained a colleague of those 
from whom he differed. The impression 
made by the speech on the Conservative 
benches was that Sir Herbert had temporarily 
stepped outside the Government and delivered 
a slashing attack, such as micht properly 
have come from a declared political opponent. 

Conservative members were loud in their 
denunciations in the Lobby afterwards The 
general view among many of them was that 
no Minister in office should be allowed to 
deliver an open attack on the Government in 
the House of Commons; that Sir Herbert 
Samuel had gone too far, and that he must 
leave the Government. 

Whether these views will survive calmer 
moments of reflection remains to be seen. 

The 8 h also aronsed criticism from 
members of the Liberal National group. 

On the other hand, Sir Herbert Samuel's 
rank-and-file supporters applauded the vigour 
of his speech, and welcomed the fact that 
he had taken full advantage of the liberty 
given him by the Cabinet decision to express 
the free trade case against tariffs. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s speech was generally 
commended as a _ stateemean-like ntterance, 
worthy of a great occasion. The tariff scheme 
has heen most cordially welcomed by Con- 
servatives. 


HIS DAYS MAY BE 


NUMBERED. 


The Central News Lobby Correspondent 
writes:—It is the general opinion that Sir 
Herbert Samuel's days in the Cabinet are 
numbered. His speech has incensed Con- 
servatives, and made Liberals elevate their 
eyebrows. There are Liberals, of course, who 
agree with Sir Herbert in his criticism of the 
Cabinet policy, which Mr. Chamberlain ex- 
pounded this afternoon, but they do not

JERSEY ADOPTS TARIFFS. 


Jersey States yesterday adopted a special 
Act under which tariffs will imposed on 
all s imported into the Island from 
foreign countries, this being done in order 
to bring the Islands into line with England, 
and for the purpose of preventing dumping 
and re-exportation into England. The 

nalty for fraudulent shipment, or for 
issue of a false certificate of origin is £500, 
or, in default, imprisonment, with or with- 
out hard labour, of twelve months. 

All British goods and all Empire goods 
will be admitted free of duty.

It will also infuse “ new heart and new hope” 
throughout the whole range of British 
industry.

Chamberlain should retire from public life 
to-morrow, he would take his place for ever 
among the great builders of the Empire. We 
have seen the birth of Empire free trade. It 
is here now. Its full growth has yet to be 
attained, but the miracle has come to pass.
